SECOND FRENCH PLANE 
FLIES ATLANTIC TO BRAZIL 


Jean Mermoz and M. Dabry Cross 
From St. Louis, Senegal, to 
Natal in 15 Hours. 


NATAL, Brazil, May 28-—The 


French tri-motored mail plane, Arc- 
En-Ciel, landed here at 3:05 p. m., 
today after a flight across the 
South Atlantic simultaneous with 
the North Atlantic flight of the 
Joseph Lebrix. 

The plane, piloted by Jean Mer- 
moz and navigated by M. Dabry, 
made its crossing from St. Louis, 
Senegal, in 15 hours 5 minutes—a 
distance of 1900 miles. 

The plane carried 300 pounds of 
mail to be distributed to the points 
in South America serviced by Air 
France, the French international 
flying company. The flight was 
for the purpose of proving the 
feasibility of regdlar mail service.

William Hope Harvey, free s 
advocate and presidential candi 
of the Liberty party in 1932, 
brought to the Missouri Baptist 
Hospital today from his home in 
Arkansas, gravely injured from a 
fall in which his left hip was 
broken. 

Harvey, widely known as “Coin” 
Harvey, stumbled on the grounds of 
his home at Monte Ne, Ark., yes- 
terday and fell against a stone 
bench, 

His physician, Dr, Will Moore, 
who accompanied him to St. Louis, 
said Harvey's age—nearly 83—made 
his condition dangerous. 
stood the trip well, Dr. Moore said. 
An X-ray was taken immediately 
after he reached the hospital. 

Harvey s son, Tom Harvey of 
Huntington, W. Va., ~vas told of 
the accident, and planned to come 
to St. Louis within a few days. 

Although suffering from intense 
pain Harvey insisted on continuing 
to work on the forthcoming May 
issue of the “Liberty Bell,” a publi- 
cation of which he is editor, and 
while waiting for a train at Rogers, 
Ark., las’ nig... dictated from his 
ambulance cot changes to be made 
in the copy. He directed that proofs 
be sent to him at St. Louis so that 
the issue might not be delayed. . 

Author of “Coin’s Financial 
| School,” widely used in the free 
silver campaign of William Jen- 
nings Bryan in 18396, Harvey has 
continued his advocacy of the silver 
cause despite advancing years and 
failing eyesight. In a public state- 
ment last December he declared 
President Roosevelt’s gold buying 
program was unconstitutional and 
that his silver program was a trav- 
esty.

URGES ASSURANCE 


Durable Goods Industries 
Group Also Recommends 
Certainty .on Monetary 
Policy. 


TO SPEED RECOVERY 


Committee Also Wants 
Word That Private Profit 
Motive Will Continue to 

Be Recognized. 


WASHINGTON, ay 28—The 
durable goods industries commit- 
tee, created under NRA auspices to’ 


answer the question of “How are. 
we going to activate the capital 
goods industries?” reported last 
night that “re-establishment of con- 
fidence” of investors was most im- 
portant. 

It was said’ also that replace~ 
ment of wornout equipment and 
the financing of new ventures, cur- 
rently the subjects of study by the 
Governm “will be undertaken 
only in anticipation of profit” and 
that “private enterprise must re- 
place Government expenditure.” 

The report was made to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by a committee of 
16, headed by George H. Houston, 
president of the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works. The committee was 
elected at the NRA.Code Authority 
assembly in March, at which Gen. 
Hugh 8. Johnson, NRA Administra- 
tor, propounded these questions: 
“How are we going to make jobs 
by production and consumption, 
which is the only way to make 
them in the last analysis? How are 
we going to activate the capital 
goods industries? What more can 
we do than we have done?” 

Summary of Answers. 

The committee’s program of 
“fundamental conditions for recov- 
ery” was summarized as follows: | 

A free flow of private capital 
into private business, 

A sound real estate mortgage 
market. 

Industrial relations on a basis 
which will assure co-operation 
instead of strife. 

A balanced price parity be- 
tween agricultural commodities 
and manufactured goods. 

The committee said the “re-estab- 
lishment of confidence” could be 
accomplished by: 

“Assurance of private enter- 
prise that the profit incentive 
will continue to receive public ap- 
proval as an energizing motive for 
economic recovery. 

“Public recognition that the 
only legitimate purpose of taxa- 
ation is to provide the necessary 
revenue for government and not 
to effect a punitive redistribution 
of wealth which paralyzes busi- 
ness initiative or for any other 
purpose. 

“Removal of any remaining 
threat of a sudden and arbitrary 
change in our monetary policies. 

“Assurances that companies 
which have adjusted their busi- 
ness methods and policies ‘to the 
temporary emergency program of 
the NRA will be free from the 
uncertainties of unreasonable or 
arbitrary administration.” © 

Views of Pending Legislation, 
The committee spoke, directly or 

indirectly, of several pending legis- 
lative proposals, including one to 
limit the work week. 

“Reduction in maximum hours,” 
said the report, “already has been 
carried to or possibly beyond the 
economic limit in the durable goods 
industries under present conditions. 
Further reductions in maximum 
hours with compensating increases

MOSCOW, May 28.—A proposed.

Although the terms and other de- 
tail of the American proposal were 
not made public, it was divulged 
privately that they are somewhat 
similar to the provisions thought to 
have been discussed by President 
Roosevelt and Maxim  Litvinoff, 
Soviet Foreign Commissar, during 
their recognition negotiations in 
Washington. 

The United States’ proposal was 
conveyed by the State Department 
th Ambassador Troyanovsky in an 
effort by Washington to settle the 
troublesome debt question once and 
for all. 

The Soviet Government’s formal 
refusal to accept the terms put for- 
ward as a foundation for a formal 
discussion appeared to furnish an 
expianation for the . continued 
avowals by Ambassador Bullitt 
during the last few weeks that no 
negotiations were in progress.

Mr. Justice McReynolds, Mr.

We concur thus 
specially because we are un- 
able to agree with the view 
set forth in the opinion that 
the differences between the

WASHINGTON, May 28.—NRA 
Administrator Johnson suspended 
today the fair trade practices pro- 
visions of seven NRA service trade 
codes in accordance with the execu- 
tive order issued yesterday by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

The suspensions applied to the 
motor vehicle storage and. parking 
trade, bowling and billiard trade, 


barber shop trade, cleaning and 
dyeing trade, shoe rebuilding trade, 
advertising display installation 
trade and advertising distributing 
trade. 


- 


Other Terms Still Hold. 


These trades will continue to be 
bound by the maximum hour and 
minimum wage terms of their na- 
tional code and they also continue 
uhder obligation not to employ 
child labor and to respect the col- 
lective bargaining rights of em- 
ployes. By -abiding with these 
terms, all will be entitled to display 
the NRA Blue Eagle. 

‘But all price-fixing and other 
trade restrictions have been made 
void and cannot again be put into 
effect as part of the code except by 
application, in any local area or re- 
gion, for a fair trade practice code 
for that particular area. Such an 
application will be granted only if 
85 per cent of the companies in the 
territory agree to the schedule. 

If such a local code is approved, 
it will be as an agreement with the 
President, and thereafter no firms 
in the area covered will be entitled 
to display the Blue Eagle unless 
the terms-of that local code are 
complied with. 

This virtually withdraws NRA 
from attempting to enforce the 
enumerated service codes by puni- 
tive measures. ° 


Other Changes Possible. 


It was indicated this change of 
policy probably would be a fore- 
runner of other clarifications and 
shifts in the NRA program. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that President Roosevelt had de- 
cided that Administrator Johnson 
was to remain at the helm until 
NRA was on a definitely charted 
course and had the codes running 
smoothly. 

In a statement accompanying his 
latest executive order last night, 
the President pointed out that, 
while some industries could operate 
efficiently under a national code, 
there were others “to which a 
greater degree of autonomous local 
self-government is desired.” 

The President’s executive order 
brought from Representative Brit- 
ten (Rep.), Dlinois, a statement 
that it was “the expected cracking 
up of the NRA.” Britten said he 
would call for a congressional tn- 
vestigation of the NRA “unless 
price-fixing monopolists are halted 
in their manipulation of prices and 
combinations in restraint of trade.” 

Britten read a roster of promi- 

nent industrialists who had in- 
dorsed the New Deal. Walter 
Teagie is for it, he said, “because 
ft permits him to fix prices, and 
what do they (the Standard Oil of 
New Jersey) care about the con- 
sumer or the farmer?” 
* “Why shouldn’t Thomas W. La- 
mont of J,.Pierpont Morgan’s be for 
the New Deal?” M asked. “It 
would be absurd even to suggest 
he was not. Charles M. Schwab of 
United States Steel—why shouldn't 
he be? We should examine their 
heads for lunacy if they weren't. 
Every pound of steel that moves 
over the United States today goes 
under a fixed price, a monopoly.” 

“But,” Britten added, “you don't 
see the pictures. of Al Smith, former 
Senator James Reed of Missouri, 
Senator Carter Glass of Virginia or 
Clarence Darrow—but I’m told Dar- 
row has a very well-defined idea 
about the New Deal.”

No industry would give up

and agreements. 

I am signing an order today 
which carries these principles 
into effect as to some of the so- 
called service industries. To put 
it simply: No matter where he 
is located, no member of any 
such service industry, as shall 
- have previously been designat- 
ed by the Administrator,’ may 
fly the Blue Eagle, unless he is 
living up to the present code 
provisions governing child la- 
bor, maximum hours, minimum 
wages and collective bargain- 
ing.

URSUANT to authority vest-|. 

ed in me by Title 1 of the 

National Industrial Recovery 
Act, I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, | 
President of the United States, 
‘do hereby direct that all pro- 
visions in codes of such service 
trades or industries as _ shall 
hereafter be designated by the 
Administrator for National Re- 
covery be hereby suspended, un- 
til further orders, except pro- 
vions governing child labor, 
maximum hours of work and 
minimum rates of pay and the 
mandatory provisions of section 
7 (A) and 10 (B). 

Each member of any such 
trade or industry, so designated, 
shall be entitled to display the 
appropriate. insignia of the 
Nationadt Recovery Administra- 
tion so long, and only so long, 
as he is complying with the 
aforesaid non-suspended provi- 
sions; provided however; that, 
in any locality, in which 85 per 
cent of the members of any 
such designated trade or indus- 
try shal] propose to agree with 
the President to abide by any 
local code of fair trade prac- 
tices auggested by them for that 
locality, which schedule shall 
have been approved by the Ad- 
ministrator, the Administrator 
is authorized to make such 
agreement, and thereafter no

Loan Association vs. Blaisdell (the 
Minnesota case) that the constitu- 
tional prohibition against the im- 
pairment of the obligation of con- 
tracts did not make it impossible 
for the state, in the exercise of its 
essential reserved power, to protect 
the vital interests of its people. 

“The exercise of that reserved 
power has repeatedly been sustained 
by this court as against a literalism 
in the construction of the contract 
clause which would make it de- 
structive of the public interest by 
depriving the state of its preroga- 
tive of self-protection. 

State’s Reserved Power. 

“We held that this reserved pro- 
tective power extended not only to 
legislation to safeguard the public 
health, public safety and ‘public 
morals, and to prevent injurious 
practices in business subject to 
legislative regulation, despite the 
interference with existing contracts 
—an exercise of the state’s neces- 
sary authority which has had fre- 


cause of a pressing public disaster, 
relates to the enforcement. of exist- 
ing contracts, and that action must 
be limited by reasonable conditions 
appropriate to the emergency. This 
is but the application of the fa- 
miliar principle that the relief af- 
forded must have reasonable rela- 
tion to the legitimate end to which 


the state is entitled to direct its 
legislatiin. 


“Accordingly, in the case of 
Blaisdell, we sustained the Minne- 
sota mortgage moratorium law in 
the light of the temporary and 
conditional relief which the legis- 
lation granted. We found that re- 
lief to be reasonable, from _ the 
standpoint of both mortgagor and 
mortgagee, and to be limited to 
the exigency to which the legisla- 
tion was addressed. 

“In the instant case, the relief 
sought to be afforded is neither 
temporary nor conditional. In plac- 
ing insurance moneys beyond the 
reach of existing creditors, the act 
contains no limitations as to time, 
amount, circumstances, or need. 
We find the legislation, as here ap- 


plied, to be a clear violation of the 


constitutional restriction.”

Because of Disagreement 
Among President's Aids.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Con- 
gressional lecders expect word this 
week from President Roosevelt that 
the housing program must “=: 
passed at this session of Congress. 

There is'a growing conviction in 


jadministration and business circles 


that greater building is essential 
to economic advance. 

Stress will ‘be placed, ‘officials 
say, on the argument that only 
through housing and other heavy 
goods industries can the ranks of 
the unemployed be reduced and the 
Government enabled to curtail its 
huge relief expenses. 

The list of witnesses at congres- 
sional hearings includes Secretary 
Perkins, Henry I. Harriman, pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States; Harry 
Hopkins, Federal emergency relief 
director, prominently mentioned to 
bead the housing campaign; John 
H. Fahey, chairman of the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation. 

Aims to Reduce Costs. . 

The program will necessitate re- 
duction of building costs. How this 
may be accomplished has not been 
fully determined, but it may in- 
volve special agreements between 
labor and the building industry. — 

The President was authoritative- 
ly said to regard the housing pro- 
gram as the largest single recovery 
effort yet undertaken, and it was 
explained that the program has not 
been emphasized so far because of 
lack of agreement among his aids. 

While modernization, involving 
perhaps @ billion and a half of pri- 
vate funds, is an im t part of 
the whole plan, the gocd ig 
new construction. 

About 5,000,000 are directly in- 
volved in the building industry, and 
other millions indirectly. 

Bill May Be Replaced. 

The only way, a high official ex- 
plained, to avoid labor difficulties 
is to provide work or relief and 
the drain on relief rolls cannot be 
continued much longer. 

The billions needed by private in- 
dustry to stimulate building cannot 
be provided by Government but only 
from. private sources. The housing 
bill is aimed to open the way for 
financing the real estate markets. 

Although the housing bill before 
Congress has been public for some 
time, high officials feel its implica- 
tions have not been understood. For 
that and other reasons a detailed 
bill to replace the present shorter 
bill may be substituted. | 

Implications of Bill. 

These implications, officials say, 
are; 

First, the bill is a prime example 
of Government legislation which 
helps private business, and yet does 
not involve the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds, This ig achieved by insur- 
ing private loans which subscribe 
to certain principles of excellence. 

Second, the basic purpose of the 
bill is to reduce the cost of financ- 
ing, a cost whieh has run as high 
a ar eee 
een 

Third is the principle that build- 


ing material costs: must be reduced. 


Whether this would involve reduc 
tion of wage rates is not. clear, but 
it would, according to the plans, re- 
sult in increages in the weekly pay 
envelope, even though the rate were 
cut. This plan may include a guar- 
antee to the laborer that he will 
receive a certain amount of work at 
a certain rate. At present, he may 
get a high rate when working but 
have little work to do . In exchange 
for actual work, a scheme to reduce 
the rate per hour but to increase 
the amount of actual earnings 
might be offered.

PATTERSON REPLIES. 
TO PAPE'S ATTACK 


Says His Only Connection With 
18th Amendment Was Vote 
to Submit It to. People.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Sena- 
tor Patterson yesterday issued a 
statement replying to an attack 
made on his record on prohibition 


by Fred Pape, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee of St. 
Louis. Pape was quoted as saying 
that patterson’s candidacy for re- 
election to the Senate is~ not ac- 
ceptable to the St. Louis Republic- 
ans because of his “dry stand.” . 

Patterson asserted that he did 

not believe Pape’s statement “rep- 
resents the sentiment of the over- 
whelming mass of Republican vot- 
ers of St. Louis.” “My record on 
the question raised by Mr. Pape,” 
said the Missouri Senator, “has not 
only been misunderstood but often 
misrepresented. I was in no wise 
responsible for the adoption of the 
eighteenth amendment. I was not 
a member of Congress when this 
amendment was submitted by Con- 
gress and adopted by the Legisla- 
tures of the respective states 
Neither was I a member of Con- 
gress when the Voilstead law was 
enacted. 
. “My only official connection with 
the eighteenth amendment as Unit- 
ed States Senator was to vote to 
submit the question of its repeal to 
the people of the several states, un- 
der which proposal the eighteenth 
amendment was r . I hold 
that the Constitution belongs to the 
people. It is their law, that places 
a limitation beyond which Congress 
has no right to go. I voted to sub- 
mit the question of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment to the peo- 
ple for their action, just as I shall 
vote to submit any other constitu- 
tional amendment for. which there 
appears to be a nation-wide de 
mand. 

“Before a United States Senator 
enters upon his official duties he 
must take and subscribe to an oath 
that he will ‘support and defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States against all enemies foreign 
and domestic.” I took that oath. 
As long as the eighteenth amend- 
ment was 4 part of the Constitu- 
tion I refused to vote for any mea- 
sure that would nullify it just as I 
would vote against any other law 
which I believed would nullify any 
part of the Constitution.

Col. Raymond. Robins Addresses 
Northern Baptists.

ROCHESTER, N. Y.,. May 28.— 
Appeal to the 3000 delegates to the 
Northern Baptist ‘Convention to 
translate their religion into a pro- 
gram of action was sounded yester- 
day by Col. Raymond Robins, chair- 
man of the American Commission 
for the Outlawry of War, and the 
Rev. Harold Phillips of Cleveland, 
oO.

Col. Robins characterized the 
NRA as “courageous and daring,” 
but too new tot have proved itself 
completely. Certainly, he satd, it is 
better than the old philosophy of 
expecting to come upon prosperity 
“around the corner.” - 

Dr. Phidlips called for vision and 
realistic action, and hope for the 
church of the future. He declared 
that churches have in many cases 
become more absorbed in raising 
budgets than in raising spiritual 
standards, and that the test of the 
programs were not m. the words, 
but in the doing.

ROME, May 28—The United 
States was eliminated from the}. 
world’s soccer championship com- 
petition yesterday when it was de- 
feated by Italy, 7—1, in the Na- 
tional Stadium. Before a crowd of 
30,000, including Premier Mussilini, 
the Italian hooters’swept to a 3—0 
lead at half time and added four 
more goals in the second period. 

The U. 8. players, who defeated 
Mexico 4.to 2 in the preliminary 
round last Thursday and won the 
right to meet Italy in the first 
round of the competition proper, 
proved no match for the clever Ital- 
ian eleven, which is rated as one 
of the strongest in the tournament. 

The U. S. defense was unable to 
cope with the sensational and 
speedy passing of the Italians. It 
wasn’t until after 12 minutes in the 
second period that the United States 
was able to break through for its 
single marker. The goal was netted 
by Buff Donnelli, center forward of 
the Curry team of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
who is also freshman football and 
basketball coach at Duquesne Uni- 
versity. It was Donnelli who scored 
the four goals against Mexico. 

Defense Bottles Donnelli. 

The Italian defense bottled the 
center forward from the start. The 
same style of play the Americans 
used against Mexico, which sent 
the ball on long drives from the 
half back line straight down’ the 
center of the field for Donnelli to 
use his speed in carrying it through 
the defense failed against Italy. 

From the outset, it was apparent 
the United States defense was not 
functioning. A change in the half 
back line, which saw Tommy Fiorie, 
of Pawtucket, take over the right 
half back post in place of Bill Leh- 
man, the Stix, Baer and Fuller star, 
who played the position against 
Mexico.

Psychologist Says We Should Pay 
Our Bills and Not Make New Ones 


Prof. Morgar: of Northwestern Declares Coun- 


try Needs Leaders 


Heroic Enough to 


Adopt This Course. 


By the Associated Press. 

EVANSTON, Ill, May 28.—Psy- 
chologists might do more to cure 
business ills of the last few years 
than economists, says Prof. John 
J. B. Morgan of the Northwestern 


University psychology department. 
“Present emergency measures are 
no more getting at the cause of the 
trouble than pouring tonics of 
iron, quinine and strychnine into 
a depressed patient,” he asserts 

Instead of over-production, over- 
capitalization and the numerous 
other causes assigned by paolitic‘ans 
and economicts, the psychclogist 
says the depression grew out of a 
great fear. He compares it to 
‘manic-depressive psychosis’ of an 
unstable credit structure. 

This same fear, he says, also is 
present during days of boom pros- 
perity. Through fear of the credit 
structure, Prof. Morgan says, busi- 
ness men are driven ‘o greater 
speculation in the hope something 
will warn them before a crash. 

“We have blithely built a civil‘z- 
ation on promises that our childien 


and grandchildren would pay the 
bills,” says Prof. Morgan. “Then 
we try to forget the crime thus 
perpetrated on our unborn off- 
spring by losing ourselves in manic 
flights and fits of depression. 

“If we are ever to remove the 
cause we need a group of ‘eaders 
who aré heroic enough tc ay our 
bills instead of contract:ng more. 
The only final solution is a: econ- 
omy where—if the occasion aruse— 
everybody could pay off hi-« obli- 
gations in a very short space of 
time.” 

“Prof. Morgan ,says such a situa- 
tion would remove that haunting 
fear, but at the same time admits 
it smacks of a Utopia impossi>le 
to attain. 

“The only other alternative is to 
adopt a defense mechanism differ- 
ent from the manic defensive epi- 
sodes,” he says. 

Just what form or shape that 
“defense mechanism” should as- 
sume, Prof. Morgan admits he is 
unable to say, but suggests tiat 
it be left with a group of psychol- 
ogists to study.

WALLACE EXPECTS SOME KIND

“Problem Is Still With Us and 
Must Be Solved,” He Tells 
Californians.

In Message to Congress 
President Asserts Levy in 
Revenue Law Is Unfair

WASHINGTON, Maq. 28.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt asked Congress to- 
day to reconsider the newly-enact- 
ed tax on coconut oil on the ground 
that it was unfair td the Philippine 
Islands. . 

The President called attention to 
the fact that the Philippine inde- 
pendence act exempted 448,000,000 
pounds of coconut oil from duties 
on importation. He proposed that 
an effort be made to work out a 
compromise for consideration at 
the next session. 


Text of Request. 


The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: 

“Early in the present session of 
the Congress the Philippine inde- 
pendence act was passed. This act 
provided that, after the inaugura- 
tion by the new interim or com- 
monwealth form of government of 
the Philippine Islands, trade rela- 
tions between the United States 
and the Philippine Islands shall 
be as now provided by law. 

“Certain exceptions, however, 
were made. One of these excep- 
tions required levying on all coco- 
nut oil coming into the United 
States from the Philippine Islands 
in any calendar year in excess of 
448,000,000 pounds, the same rates 
of duties now collected by the Unit- 
ed States on coconut oil imported 
from foreign countries. 

“It is, of course, wholly clear 
that the intent of the Congress by 
this provision was to exempt from 
import duty 448,000,000 pounds of 
cogonut oil from the Philippines. 

“Later in the present session, the 
Congress in the revenue act im- 
posed a 3 cent per pound process- 
ing tax on coconut oil from the 
Philippines. This action was of 
course directly contrary to the in- 
tent of the provision in the inde 
pendence act cited above. 

“During this same period, the 
people of the Philippine Islands 
through their Legislature accepted 
the provisions of the independence 
act on May 1, 1924.

HAVANA, May 28.—The Cuban 
national police were making every 
effort today to find the four’ men 
who tried yesterday to assassinate 


Jefferson Caffery, United States 
Ambassador to Cuba. 

Four men, riding slowly past in 
an automobile, blazed away with 
sawed-off shotguns at the entrance 
to the Caffery home at the time 
Caffery usually leaves for the 
yacht club. Caffery was some dis- 
tance away at the time and was 
not hurt, but one of the shots tore 
off a leg of Francisco Ortega, a 
Cuban soldier posted as a guard at 
the Caffery home. 

Caffery “Very Sorry.” 

After the attempt Caffery visited 
the Embassy and then went to the 
Yacht club. 

“T am very sorry it happened, 
especially in view of the fact that 
aman was wounded,” he said. “I 
am going right out to the hospital 
to see him.” 

Caffery, a native of Louisiana, 
was sent here in December by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. It was largely 
through His efforts that the United 
States recognized the Mendieta gov- 
ernment. 

Unidentified persons, armed with 
machine guns, today stopped the 
automobile of H. Freeman Mat- 
thews, first secretary of the Unit~- 
ed States Embassy, and broke the 
windshield with a pistol. Matthews 
was not in the car at the time. As 
the group smashed the windshield, 
one of the men shouted: “This is 
for Matthews!” 

Matthews is one of the best 
known of the younger “career men” 
ir United States’ diplomatic service. 
His foreign service has been con- 
nected with that of Ambassador 
Caffery for many years. 

The car was being driven by 
Charles Taylor an American chauf- 
feur, who was returning to Mat- 
thews’ home after taking the sec- 
retary to the United States chan- 
cellery in downtown Havana. Tay- 
lor, whose home: is in Washington, 
D. C., said he was forced to the 
curb by a black automobile with- 
out license plates, carrying four 
young white men. They approached 
his car from the rear as he drove 
along fashionable Fifth avenue.

AN we realize the basic fact that 


small business is the distributor, col- 
lector and contributor of the main feed 


line of large-scale business? Small busi- 


mess is also the buffer that meets the 
need and distress of the masses face to 
face. 
Daily, yes, hourly, small business is 
“on the spot” for the horde of license, 
tax, assessment, inspection fee and other 
coliectors—they can’t miss him. The in- 
dividual. grocer is the first-aid station for 
relief o e hungry and distressed, for 
needy neighbors and passing transients. 
Besides these costs for an umavoidable 
social service, and for lost accounts, he 
is compelled to contribute to the commu- 
nity chest and a hundred other local so- 
cial and religious organizations. 
Merchants, retailers, small manufactur- 
ers, garage owners, etc, are suffering 
from depreciated assets, restricted credits, 
rising costs and markets with very great- 


ly reduced purchasing power. Their’ 


plans for improvement, or even mainte- 
nance, are:useless unless a loan agency 
is speedily established, 

However, the hardest pill for small 
business to swallow was not the depres- 
sion, the bank crash or the strait-jacket 
of NRA codes, but the strangleholds of 
large-scale business applied to the cash 
accounts of the smaller concerns. 

The Darrow report that NRA codes are 
in many instances unjust and unfavorable 
to small business is welcome and timely.

This statement has given rise to some alarm that 
the grants might not be forthcoming, One of the 
main arguments for both city and State bond fssues 
was that the Federal Government would contribute 
30 per cent of the cost of labor and materials on any 
approved project. The voters understood that in 
voting for the bond issues they were fitting the city 
and State into a national public works program. In 
good faith, they were following an-idea broached by 
the Federal Government in the National Industrial 


Recovery Act. If there had been any doubt in the: 


people’s mind as to whether or not the Federal Gov- 
ernment was going to keep its part of the agreement, 
the result of the bond issue election might have been 
different. : 

The NIRA originally appropriated $3,300,000,000 
for public works. Before the election, it was pub- 
lished that this fund had all been allocated, but there 
never was any intimation that the 30 per cent offer 
was to be discontinued. It was generally assumed 
that Mr. Roosevelt would ask Congress to make an 
additional appropriation, and that assumption was 
well grounded, for he has done so. He has asked for 
$500,000,000 more for public works and other pur- 
poses, and this proposal is now pending in Congress. 


It is believed that Congress not only will have no 


objection to this additional $500,000,000, but that it 
may even increase the sum. 

We do not question the official statement that the 
original $3,300,000,000 was allocated some time ago, 
but it has not all been spent. Undoubtedly, there 
have been many reversions to the fund for one reason 
or another. In St. Louis County, for example, the 
$1,750,000 bond issue was defeated, and since the Gov- 
ernment had already allocated $400,000 to the county 
on the theory that the bond issue would pass, that. 
money will revert to the fund. In Hast St. Louis, the 
Park Board has just rejected a PWA loan of $910,000 
and a grant of $249,000, which had been allocated for 
the Lake Park development. The $38,000,000 Michigan 
bond issue was defeated recently, under which 
that State expected to get about $11,000,000 in a 
Federal grant, and if that was allocated, the PWA 
will have that much more to give to other projects. 
We know that the PWA cannot be entirely broke be- 


cause it has just added $60,000 to the grant for the 


new St. Louis Negro hospital. 
It does not matter to St. Louis and Missouri 


whether the grants it expects come from the old fund 
or a new fund, but they would regard the failure of 
the Federal Government to keep its part of the bond 
issue bargain by some means or other as a monstrous 
breach of faith. It is unthinkable that the Federal 
Government would permit itself to be put in such a 
position. :

‘PAYMENT OF TAXES BY INSTALLMENT. : 
In connection with the question of delinquent taxes, | 
which we discussed the other day, might not the te- 
linguent tax problem be palliated by the inaugura- | 
tion of an installment plan for paying taxes? As it/ 
is now, the whole tax must be paid at one time, andy . 
many taxpayers, having failed to save up a special 
fund for the purpose, find themselves unable to meet 
their obligations. 
Under the present tax system, it is impossible} 
to institnte an arrangement for quarterly tax pay-} . 
ments, This-is because the Assessor’s office, using the 
old hand-labor method of making out tax bills, can- 
not get them ready before the latter part of Septem-/} 
ber or early part of October. By that time, only three 
months remain before the following Jan. 1, when 
taxes become delinquent. It seems obvious that the 
thing to do is to improve billi 
tax notices can be sent out earlier, and to move for- 
ward the delinquent date, thus affording more time 
for tax payments. 2 
As. to the former, the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment recently recommended to the Board of 
Aldermen an appropriation of $40,000 for the pur- 
chase of billing machines, such as are familiar in 
every modern business. Realizing that this proposal 
would meet opposition on the ground that it would 
throw men out of work, a plan was devised by which 
every man in the Assessor’s office who would be dis- 
placed by the machines was to be given other work. 
Nevertheless, the Board of Aldermen, with that blind 
perversity which has characterized so many of its re- 
cent actions, refused to approve the appropriation. 
If it had been passed, it is entirely possible that tax 
bills could be made ready in June, rendering feasible 
at least a semi-annual installment plan. 
Perhaps the semi-annual installment plan would be 
a better one to try at first than the quarterly plan. 
It is true the Federal Government uses the quarterly 
plan very successfully in income tax payments, but 
other cities which have experimented with install- 
ment payment have found that the semi-annual meth- 
od for city taxes is a better one, because of various 
factors, one of which is that collection costs are not

In January, 1933, following a trial characterized by 
race hatred and hysteria, a Georgia court’ sentenced 
Angelo Herndon, 19-year-old Negro Communist, to 
an 18-to-20-year jail sentence. 
Court now solemnly upholds the conviction, 

What was the charge against Herndon? It was 
“attempting to incite insurrection” against the State 
of Georgia. It is difficult to maintain gravity at 
the idea of a lone Negro youth unseating the ‘gov- 
ernment of Georgia. Herndon, at the time of his 
arrest, was engaged in the task of soliciting member- 
ship in the Communist party, and the case against 
him was built around his possession of Communist 
His counsel pointed out that much of 
the literature among Herndon’s effects could be found 
in all of the great libraries of the world, including 
the one at Atlanta, 

In order to find a law under which to prosecute 
Herndon, the attorneys for Georgia went back 60 
They discovered a law passed during the 
Reconstruction period, designed to prevent whites 
from eonspiring to overthrow the then existing gov- 
-ernment of Negroes and carpet-baggers. 
statute, adopted in the chaos following the Civil War, 
was employed to railroad to. the penitentiary a Negro 
‘youth in the enlightened year of 1934. if 

One would have to go far to find a mote absurd 
proceeding than the prosecution of Herndon. The 
net effect, we would say, will be to make a martyf 
of the boy and to bring Georgia justice into contempt.

The railroads could start things moving. 
The steel industry, keystone of the heavy 
industries, certainly has missed railroad buy- 
ing. Until the past two or three years, the 
steel trade counted upon the railroads to take 
close to 20 per cent of its output annually. 
In recent years, the railroads have fallen 
well below that quota—so low, in fact, that 
the manufacturers of tin cans and contain- 
ers (who never ranked among heavy con- 
sumers of steel) have been taking more ton- 
nage than the carriers. 

Railroad traffic formerly grew by leaps and 
bounds; it approximately doubled in every 
decade. Large capital expenditures were 
made on the railroad plant to handle this 
expansion. After 1920, for the first time, the 
rate of growth slowed down almost to a 
standstill, not merely for a year or two, but 
permanently, it seemed. Unwilling to face 
this fundamental change, railroad; let things 
slide.

During the depression years since 1929, 
despite declining traffic, the mechanical 


efficiency of railroad operation increased. 
This was due largely to the fact that a 
larger proportion of the existing traffic was 
handled by the most modern locomotives 
available. Should a large number of obso- 
lete and semi-obsolete locomotives be re 
paired and placed back in service, one might 
see the anomaly of rising traffic accom- 
panied by a decline in operating efficiency.

This question of locomotive efficiency is 


not a penny-pinching idea. The amount of 
money involved runs into staggering sums. 
Nearly one-third of all railroad operating 
expenses directly revolve around use of loco- 


motives. Operating and maintenance ex- 


penses for the Class 1 locomotives for the 
four years ended with 1929 averaged $1,366,- 
279,000 annually, or 30.1 per cent of the to- 


tal operating expenses, 
The bondholder, worrying about interest 


coverage and his next coupon, might well 
investigate the $431,380,000 spent for repairs. 
Or the stockholder without an income might 
look at the $381,443,000 item for fuel and 
electric power and find that his dividend 
is literally going up in smoke. There is no 
doubt but that the condition of equipment 
has a direct and powerful bearing upon the 
~net earnings and dividend policy. 


New locomotives can do much fo change 


the railroad picture. On a road where the 
operating ratio is, say, 85 per cent, whicn 
means that the net operating income is 15 
per cent of the gross revenue, an attack on 
that item of expense connected with locomo- 
tive operation might bring remarkable re 
sults, Bearing in mind that one-third of the 
total railroad operating expense is involved 
here, let it be assumed that, by the more 
efficient control of this portion of the ex- 
pense, a reduction of 20 per. cent is achieved.

EALLY big world-news tells of 

an alliance, of arms, between 

Soviet Russia and “capitalistic” 
France, The same old story as in 
the days of Czars; France and Rus-: 
sia united, with Germany, feared by 
both, between them. This time, 
France has an alliance with a/ real 
POWER, and France will probably, 
this time, as formerly, express her 
joy with friendly loans. 

Germany worries, but should not 
be surprised. Chancellor Hitler’s de- 
nunciations of Communism invited 
that Russian-French alliance. 


Queen Mary of England celebrat- 
ed her sixty-seventh birthday, on 
Saturday, all her family around her, 
all Britain and the rest of that 
“far-flung” Empire wishing her 
1any more happy years. Queen 
Mary has always set a good exam- 
ple, most important in every moth- 
er, queen or washerwoman. 


Contrast Queen Mary with some 
other queens, with foolish unfortu- 
nate Marie Antoinette, who asked 
“Why don’t they eat cake?” when 
told the people had no bread. 

Contrast her with the ancient 
Queen Dido, reputed builder of Car- 
thage, who raced up and down the 
beach, yelling after Aeneas, who 
had left her, then stabbing herself 
to death. And Aeneas was not even 
her husband. Or contrast Queen 
Mary, respectfully and. distantly, 
with Catherine the Second of Rus- 
sia, who knew, intimately, young 
and old gentlemen, exceeding . in 
number the feet of a centipede, and 
she made them all rich at the ex- 
pense of miserable, slaving Russian 
Moujiks. Of course, Catherine did 
many fine things. For instance, she 
ourchased at a high price the sci- 
entific library of the philosopher 
Diderot, in need of money, and told 
him to keep it with him in Paris 
until she could decide where to 
put it. She never decided while he 
lived, and she bought and preserved 
intact the 6000 volumes of Voltaire)s 
library, after his death. Buf moral- 
ty, she left everything to be desired. 
Happy the country with a King and 
Queen like George and Mary, work- 
ing hard, always behaving well, 
eager to carry out the wishes of the 
British people. 


Mussolini, observing world-wide 
oreparation for war, and no dis- 
armament says, “If I must fight, 
[ must,” and gets ready, wastes 
oo time sobbing or sighing. 

Before nineteen forty, beginning 
it once, he will spend one thou- 
sand million lire on fighting sur- 
face ships and the same huge sum 
on fighting airships. 

“Man’s tragic destiny is war,” 
says he, and tells Italians to pre- 
pare for long hard times, to meet 
the war bills. 

At least 80 per cent of Europe 
wants peace, and does not know 
now to get it. 


Man’s “tragic destiny,” as Mus- 
solini says, may be war for the 
next few years, or generatioas or 
even centuries. But centuries are 
small specks of time in the life 
of the earth and the future of 
mankind. 

We have been beating, cheating, 
fighting, enslaving, biting and eat- 
ing each other for half a million 
years, but there are hundreds of 
millions of years ahead, and al- 
ready there is improvement, 

Civilized men do not collect heads. 
They do not burn captive kings 
alive, as Cyrus was about to burn 
Croesus, or force parents to look 
on while their children are tor 
tured to death, or stretch men on 
the rack for religious differences. 
or saw them in two lengthwise for 
revenge. “Tragic war” will disap- 
pear, as cannibalism, slavery, the 
débtor’s prison, and other horrors 
have disappeared.

Of 
course, an ingenious home crafts- 
man might construct a similar one 
from a big packing box or from 
plain lumber. 

However, whether vendor’s cart 
or packing box is the start, it may

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be fixed up in sundry ways. For 
the one pictured, a tinsmith made 
three separate compartments to fit 
into the body of the wagon; one 
for ice, one for liquid refreshment 
and one for odds and ends such 
as corkscrews, limes and lemons 
and mint. It was found that even 
in the warmest weather these tin 
compartments keep the ice and 
cold drinks well enough protected 
to last throughout the day. Over 
the top was placed a hinged board 
which, when opened, provides an 
excellent serving table or bar. 
There are a number of other gad- 
gets which can easily be incorpo- 
rated. -The box which is placed at 
the end of this cart and which orig- 
inally, I suppose, served as a cone 
container, was fitted with a piece of 
tin pierced with holes into which 
fit tall glasses. One might, very 
easily, place a number of hooks 
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around the top of the wagon from 
which could be hung beer mugs. 

Then, too, one might convert 
some such cart into a grill as well 
as a cold drink stand. One com- 
partment might be equipped with 
chemical fire of some sort so that 
het dogs and hamburgers may be 
made on the spot. In fact, there 
are endless possibilities whereby a 
cart such as this can make sum- 
mer entertaining amusing as well 
as easy. 

Finally, the cart should be deco- 
rative as well as useful. On this 
one.a striped awning not only pro- 


. vided that decorative touch but was 


alse extremely practical, as it 
served to shade the contents and 
help keep them cool. Being green 
and white striped, the body of the 
cart was also made white and the 
wheels and trim painted a match- 
ing shade of green. More elabo- 
rate and fanciful effects, however 
might be worked out with colorful 
umbrellas and scenic designs or 
amusing signs painted or the sides 
oi the cart. 

This cart is simply one of the 
ways in which yo: can make your 
yard into an inte- :! part of your 
summer life. The tendency, now- 
adays, is to live outside as much as 
possible and to make the outdoor 
summer life as gay and entertain- 
ing as the indoor winter one. Any 
number of games such as badmin- 
ton, deck tennis or croquet can pro- 
vide sport and exercise and some 
such garden wagon as this will 
take care of the refreshment prob- 
lem.

subjects from the ground up, not 
only in designing, but actual con- 
struction of garments. 


It is one of the newer departures 
of the school in the field of ap- 
plied arts. When I went to this 
same art school, only the so-called 
fine arts, drawing, painting, sculp- 
ture and a litle in the way of dec- 
orative art received serious consid- 
eration by the faculty. But times 
have changed and the school with 
it. Almost every kind of handicraft 
which involves artistic skill is 
taught here nowadays and future 
commercialization of the same is not 
frowned upon as it was in the old 
art-for-art’s-sake days. 

There are still academic require- 
merts of those going in for any 
of the applied arts branches. The 
student is advised to devote one- 
half the day to fundamentals of 
drawing, painting or modeling be- 
fore any of the “frills” such as cos 
tume designing are taken on. 


So it is only afternoons that the 
dress designing room resembles a 
downtown factory with sewing ma- 
chines humming,.lay figures being 
draped and students acting as man- 
nequins for each other. There is 
this difference: There is no evi- 
dence of mass production, no du- 
plication ‘of “numbers.” Each work- 
er is an individualist, originating 
her own designs and producing 
them in materials or illustrations 
for the guidance of others. Fashion 
illugtrating is another class allied 
with costume designing. 

Production of a completed gar- 
ment means first the designing and 
coloring of a preliminary sketch. 
This must be original but conform 
to certain established ways of lines 
and their adaptation to and en-

in hand. It means the study of tex- 
tiles and their adaptability. — 
means the drafting of patterns, 
cutting of the materials and adap- 
tation of systems of measurement 
such as are used in commercial 
dress factories. 

Then the fitting and draping when 
often a pictured design proves dis- 
appointing in its materialization 
and a lot of re-designing has to be 
done with actual materials. Lastly, 
it means mastering all the various 
processes of sewing, stitching and 
putting the garment together. 

Each design must be original 
with its creator but the student 
may study as text books color 
plates illustrating every period in 
the history of dress and current 
fashion magazines accepted as au- 
thoritative “on new trends and 
changes of fashion. 


Right now activity in the class 
room is at high pitch due to forth- 
coming graduation exercises to 
wind up with a style show June 1, 
in which 125 completed garments 
‘will be entered and exhibited on 
living models, some of these mod- 
els being the designers themselves, 
One ‘student’s products will not be 
models worn by their creator, since 
he happens to be a young man, Rob- 
ert Roeder, the only masculine mem- 
ber of the class, but not the least 
talented and accomplished in this 
supposedly feminine line of work.
